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REMARKS 


1, The parachute school (vadakova skola), PS Utvar Ko 5441, post- 
office box No 1/5, stationed |at the HRADCANY (0 51/F 94) sirfield, 
and the «aif0N (0 51/F 95) aimborne troops school (Vysad‘ova 
Skola), VS Utvar lo.5441 were assigned to the sfMif0N air landing 
troops training center. 


2, ‘The strength of the parachute school varied (for quarters see 
Annex &) as the students changed continually. Three sublieutenants, 
four sergeants and two corporals constituted the instruction 
personnel, 


CO of the school was Staff Capt PESAN, Dpty CO, 2a Lt SIKMUND, 
OBZ officers Sub-Lt NAVRATOL, and education officer 4d it PRISALA. 


%, The officers were armed with pistols and the Hi with submachine 
gung of Gorman or British make. The parachute school was not 
equipped with weapons, 45 all students attending the school had 
graduated from the airborne troops school where they had been 
arned with submachine guns. 


4, The course at the parachute school lasted for six weeks: Ons 
week: Training in running, jumpingsand rock climbing. Three 
weeks: Training in landing gomersaults in full uniform. Two 
weeks: Training in parachute jumping. Hach soldier had to make 
five jumps. : _ 


5, CoO of the airborne troops school was .iaj TALASEK, The course 
at the school, lasting for four to six weeks compristig In- 
struction in engineering and sabotaging, handling of explosives, 
infantry and radio operator training. 


6. The soldiers who wore selected by their regiment and battalion 
commanders, attended first. the airborne troops school for four 
to six weeks, then the parachute school for six weeks and were 
shen assigned to the air lending companies. 
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She air landing troons training center was directly subordinate 
to the .il0 (iinistry of liational Lefense).
